Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

We  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1968.  The  main 
items  are  summarised  as  follows 

Population 

The  population  of  the  District  has  increased  by 
approximately  30$  since  19ii7.  1968  showed  an  increase  of  550 

over  1967. 

Birth  Statistics 

The  birth  rate  increased  over  1967  and  was  higher 
than  the  National  rate. 

There  was  quite  a reduction  in  the  number  of  Still 
births.  On  the  other  hand  there  was  a small  increase  in  the  number 
of  Illegitimate  births. 

Mortality  Statistics 

The  general  death  rate  was  a little  higher  than  the 
preceding  year,  it  was,  however,  still  lower  than  the  National  rate. 

There  was  an  increase  in  Infant  deaths,  but  the  Infant 
Mortality  rate  compares  favourably  with  the  National  rate. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
following  a nil  return  for  1967. 

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  deaths 
attributed  to  Cancer  resulting  in  a rather  high  Cancer  Death  rate. 

If  the  figures  for  1967  and  1968  are  taken  together  the  Cancer  Death 
rate  is  then  equivalent  to  the  National  rate. 

There  was  a considerable  reduction  in  Accidental  and 
Violent  deaths  as  compared  with  1967. 

Infectious  Diseases 


There  was  a low  overall  notification  of  Infectious 
Disease,  and  the  District  was  relatively  free  from  infection. 

The  newcomer  to  the  list  is  Infective  Hepatitis,  which 
became  notifiable  during  1968. 
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General  Hygiene  and  Sanitation 


There  are  no  major  sanitary  problems  in  the  District. 

Sewage  disposal  at  Hakin  Point  gives  rise  to  some  concern, 
particularly  on  amenity  grounds.  Proposals  are  in  hand,  however,  for 
improvements  in  this  respect. 

The  present  refuse  tip  is  nearing  the  end  of  its  life. 
Thinking  in  terms  of  5 - 10  years  ahead,  preliminary  steps  require  to 
be  taken  for  an  alternative  tip,  or  an  alternative  methcd  of  disposal. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  of  any  serious  degree  of 
Air  Pollution  during  the  year.  Reference,  however,  has  been  made 
to  the  rather  high  ratio  of  Respiratory  Cancer  deaths.  Further  study 
in  the  relation  of  these  statistics  is  required  before  any  conclusion 
is  reached. 


The  excellent  housing  programme  of  the  Council  has 
resulted  in  a large  proportion  of  the  community  enjoying  a high  standard 
of  living.  There  are  still  a few  problem  families,  but  time  and 
patience  are  gradually  reducing  difficulties  involved. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council,  and  other 
Departments  and  their  staff,  for  the  continued  courtesy  and 
co-operation.

(Specification  of  Areas)  Order  1957.  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  from 
bottles  or  pasteurized  milk  from  bottles  may  be  sold. 

As  a Public  Health  Authority  we  are  concerned  with  the 
biological  testing  of  retail  milk  supplies  for  brucellosis  and  live 
tubercle  bacilli.  The  production  and  quality  control  of  milk  being 
divided  between  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  the  County  Council.

10.  Mineral  Waters 


The  one  mineral  water  factory  in  the  district  is  known  as 
the  Regent  Mineral  Water  Factory.  It  is  owned  by  Messrs. 

W.  L.  Thomas  and  Son  and  is  a corrugated  iron  building  having  a 
concrete  floor.  Water  is  supplied  from  the  town  main  and  the 
manufacturing  plant  machine  used  is  capable  of  dealing  with  eighty 
dozen  bottles  per  hour.

1 . Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  premises  within  the 
Urban  District  and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Priory 
tip. 

Collection  is  made  by  three  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  rear 
loading  freighters . 

Approximately  \£hh  properties  are  now  served  by  a paper 
sack  refuse  collection  system,  the  remainder  receiving:  .a  kerbside 
collection  from  an  assortment  of  containers. 

2 . Sewage  Disposal 

It  is  estimated  that  97.6$  of  the  premises  in  the  Urban 
area  are  connected  to  the  public  sewer.

3.  Rodent  Control 

Rentokil  Ltd.,  Pest  Control  Division,  are  under  contract 
to  this  Authority  to  carry  out  the  control  of  rats  and  mice  in  your 
area.  A local  operative  of  the  company  is  in  attendance  daily  from 
Monday  to  Friday  to  deal  with  complaints  and  carry  out  any  survey 
and  block  treatment  necessary. 

The  town  sewers  were  treated  twice  in  the  year,  on  each 
occasion  one  hundred  openings  were  baited  with  sodium  fluor acetamide. 

It  is  felt  that  the  Council  can  feel  well  satisfied  with  the 
effectiveness  of  this  service.

Sea 
water  is  pumped  from  the  Haven  and  is  filtered  and  chlorinated. 

9.  Camping  and  Caravan  Sites 

There  are  two  caravan  sites  in  the  area,  one  at  Court  Farm, 
Liddaston,  and  the  other  at  Observatory  Hall.  Each  have  permission 
for  six  caravans. 

Agreement  was  reached  with  the  owner  of  an  unlicensed  site 
to  discontinue  its  use  by  running  down.
